Izzjf {just would not 
consider fact or evidence, remarkable for him in piirticular. But thi3 does not 
diminish his greatness.

not just documents, as the x imes says. u e did a truly great book entirely from the 
public domain, The Hidden History of the Korean War. Don't know whatjihappened to 
my copy.
